TUG GREAT P1TZSIMM08S-HALL FIGHT 


The Largest Amount Ever Battled for 


In a Prize Ring, Won by Fiiz- 


slmmons by a Clean 


Knock-Out Blow. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 9.—The fight for 


the largest purae ever contested for by 
pugilists was brought off by tho Cres- 
cent Athletic club in the monster arena 
on Canal street last night. The his- 
tory of the negotiations which led to 
this great match, if given >'r. detail, 
would fill an ordinary-sized book, but 
for tho purpose of the present report 
they may be given briefly. Fitzsim- 
mons came to this country an ur.» 
known man BO far as the American an- 
nals of the price ring are concerned, 
and soon won both fame and money. 
Hall, also from the antipodes, hearing 
of the success achieved by the lanky, 
red-headed blacksmith, desired to in- 
crease his success, and crossed the Pa- 
cific to engage in a similar quest. The 
records showed that he had defeated 
Fitzsimmons in Australia. He was not 
long in questioning his fellow-country- 
man's title to the middle-weight cham- 
pionship of the world. He showered 
challenges upon him, and made every 
apparent effort to secure a fight, but to 
all of this Fitzsimmons for a long time 
turned a deaf oar, insisting that Hall 
should make a imputation before pre- 
suming to fight for the middle-weight 
championship 


Hall retorted with the assertion that 


he had defeated Fitzsimmons In Aus- 
tralia, and could do it again when op- 
portunity offered him. Fitzsimmons 
replied that the so-called battle in Aus- 
tralia had been a "fake," and that the 
fight waa for only $75, and as they 
were both poor the result had been ar- 
ranged beforehand. 
This assertion 


lost ritpaimmons a great many friends 
and admirers in this country, and the 
fact that he had sold out for such a 
beggarly sum was not regarded as any 
mitigation of his fault. 


After the Fitzsimmons-Dempsey fight 


the Australian made several efforts to 
secure a match, but they all resulted in 
disappointments, and he finally con- 
sented to meet Hall in a largo arena 
erected between St Paul and Minneap- 
olis for a purse of $12,000, the conditions 
being that both men should weigh in 
at the middle-weight limit. Both men 
trained hard for this event, and many 
thousands of people gathered in the 
Twin Cities to witness it, but legal 
authorities Interfered and the original 
programme for the fight was finally i 
abandoned. A proposal was made, | 
however, that the men should meet and 
settle the question of superiority in pri- 
vate for half the sum hung up in the | 
original purse. Fitzsimmons eagerly 
accepted the proposition, but the Hall 
party hesitated, and finally refused, 
urging as an excuse that the fight could 
be brought for a larger sum in some 
other part of the country. 


The fight was not brought off, and 


the men had their training for nothing. 


The Olympio club last September of- 


fered an enormous purse for the match, 
and as It was generally supposed that 
Fltzsimmone had conceded everything 
asked by Hall, the coming match was 
looked upon as a fixture. The fight 
was announced as n feature of the car- 
nival, but it was finally discovered that 
Hall did not want to fight at that time. 
He refused to meet Fitz on the date 
mentioned urging that his theatrical 
engagements were of more importance 
to him than anything else, and that I 
in order to secure the fight the Olympio 
club would have to change the date 
ery materially. 
The Olympio club, 


alulng the fight more as a feature of 
ae carnival than on its individual 
lerits refused, and the meeting be- 
ween the two famous boxers was post- 
poned. 


Finally the Crescent City Athletic 
lub conceived tho idea that a match 
>etween Fitz and Hall would be an at- 
raction for which they could afford to 
if er n sum equal to a moderate f or- 
une. When it was learned there was 
a possibility of bringing the men to- 
gether, both the Cresent City Athletic 


lub, of New Orleans, and the Coney 
sland Athletic club, engaged In a very 
Ively competition for the contest. The 
match was made for the largest purse 
o be offered, and the bargain was 
nally closed with the Crescent City 


Athletic club, lor a purse of $40,000. 


Never before was such a sum at stake

The Gladiators. 


The eyes of 10,000 people were eagerly 
.trained toward the arena as the prin- 
,ipals, with their ooconds and follow- 
ers, took their place* in opposite cor- 
iers. It may be questioned if two such 
magnificent specimen* of physicalman- 
lood had ever faced eacH other so 
equally matched in the prize ring. 
There could not be a donbt as to which 


f the pair would have been the favor- 
te in an assembly of artists. Hall, 
all, broad-shouldered and darker In 
,he pale rays of electric lights than his 
jpponeut, looked an i^oal athlete. A 
arge, sinewy neck, perfectly modeled 
ind gracefully Joined to the broad, 
doping shoulders, well covered with 
arge, hard muscles, and grandly-de- 
veloped chest; a cylindrical trunk, 
doping slightly at the waist and joined 
to the limbs, which, while powerful 
and muscular at the thighs, looked a 
•hade lean from the knees down, though 
very hard and sinewy, 


Handiome ai he was, Hall looked 


every inch a fighter. A firm set jaw 
jetokened undaunted pluflli and cn- 
lurance, and ability to take as well as 
M administer punishment 


As Fitz took his place in his corner, 


one could not but become impressed. 
He looked singularly like the real old' 


time prize-fighter. He waslong, lanky, 
lathy. He stands just 0 feet in his 
stockings, and stripped to tho skin he 
measures over 48 inches around the 
chest, 54 around the shoulders, 84 
around the waist, 37K around the hips. 
His thigh measures 53 inches, his 
calf, 14; biceps, 14; foreams, 13; wrist, 
8; neck, IT. He has a smallish and 
somewhat round head, not unlike that 
of a cat 
There is plenty of brain 


space above ear, and his smoothly- 
rounded skull is rather tightly covered 
with a not luxuriant growth of yellow 
Bandy hair. His forehead is broad and 
receding, at>d a tendency to baldness 
has somewhat exaggerated ita propor- 
tions. He has a broad, firmly set jaw 
and wears a general look nf coolness 
and determination. 


At the Rinff Side. 


The arrangement at the ring side 


was perfect. The Beating capacity was 
ample to seat more people than were 
expected to attend, and a perfect view 
was promised for paying patrons and 
dead heads alike. There was room for 
13,225 people, and there waa no need 
for squeezing. The lights distributed 
about the amphitheater wei e numer- 
ous and exceptional In quality. 


The crowd was representative in 


character and thoroughly cosmopoli- 
tan. The betting at this time was 9 to 
10 on Hall and 90 to 100 on Fitzsim- 
mons.

Noel and Joseph Short joined the men 
in the ring, while Capt. Barrett took 
charge of the police arrangement?. 


Referee Duffy made a speech in which 


he asked the crowd to preserve order. 
The men then advanced to the center 
of the ring followed by their seconds 
when Referee Duffy cautioned them 
about fouls and the usual club rules 


Capt Barrett weighed the gloves and 


Ending them of the the regular weight, 
handed them to Martin Julian, who 
took them over to Hall foi his choice 
and Mitchell selected his principal's 
gloves. Referee Duffy announced that 
the pivot blow was barred, and the 
Inen stripped. Time was called, and 
the great battle tvas on. 


The Fight, by Bounds. 


Round 1—The men shook hands a few 


minutes after 9 In the orthodox, old- 
time fashion. Both men came to tho 
scratch with a jauntlness which showed 
their seeming lack of care. They com- 
menced work in a very easy manner, 
until Fitz finally led with tho left and 
fell short of his mark, Hall's loft on the 
counter barely touching his face. Fitz 
Was the more active of the two, and he 
Bet a lively pace by doing all the lead- 
Ing, and lauding frequently with his 
left on Hall's body. Hall was islow, 
and did not succeed in landing a single 
blow with effect Hall was full of con- 
fidence, and while he did not go into 
hard flgnting, he was excusable, owing 
to tho fact that lie was kept so busy 
dodging and warding off Fitz's blows 
that he had no time to show the people 
liis ability ELS a hitter. Fitz was quick, 
and judged his distance so admirably 
that he landed almost every blow ho 
delivered with great accuracy. Hall 
received some stinging blows on the 
ribs, but he was so thoroughly trained 
that they had but little or no effect 
The aggressive manner of Fitz rather 
took Hall by surprise, and made li im 
realize that he had no easy task to per- 
form. 


Round U—Fitzsimmona still pursued 


his leading taetics, and landed his 
right and left several times very hard 
on Hall's body, he also got in a good 
right and left on Hall's face. It was 
not until well toward the close of the 
round that Ilall commenced to lead a 
few good blows, but they were by no 
means dangerous. Fitz had the best 
of the round 
It was not until Hall 


succeeded in working Fitz into a cor- 
ner, -where ho got in several good stiff 
blows that he begun to utriko out 
freely. He showed up in such fine 
form toward the close of the round that 
the majority of the spectators began to 
have their doubts as to the lanky Bob's 
abilily to hold out against so powerful 
an opponent, as Ilall was by far the 
stronger of the two. 
Both men did 


some very hard hitting, and their blows 
fell upon each other like hail. Hon- 
ors were pretty evenly divided, and 
many rather thought Hall had a trifle 
the best of thcfig-htmg. 


Round B —At the call to the center 


Hall stepped briskly forward and led 
off with his left and caught Fitz square 
on the nose. The blow dazed the lanky 
man, yet he fought gamely and re- 
turned the compliment by sending his 
loft hand on Hall's stomach. 
Hall 


landed again lightly on the neck, then 
both clinched. 
By mutual consent 


they separated, both laughing. Hall 
led right and left reaching his big an- 
tagonist's body and neck. 
Content 


for a moment with this, Hall walked 
around tho ring, Fitz following. Fitz 
missed a swinging right-hander, but 
he planted his left on Hall's stomach. 
Hall got his left-hand jab in Fitz's face 
again, making the champion's head bob 
back like it was on springs. Hall fol- 
lowed the performance with a beauti- 
ful right-and-left on Fitz's head and 
side, but tho big Australian got back 
mo&t too far to have the blows do any 
damage. Fitz retreated apparently no 
worse for the blows. The round ended 
by Fitz missing a swinging blow for 
Hall's stomach. 


Bound 4—The men were both In ex- 


cellent condition and full of fight when 
the gong sounded for the fourth round. 
They responded to the call like gladia- 
tors, and went at each other as though 
they intended to find the winner in 
thort order, but they had scarcely 
warmed up to their work when Fitz 
landed that dangerous riglit of his on 
the point of the jaw and Hall fell to

the floor like a dead man. It wai a 
hard fall, and the hack of Hall's head 
came in contact with the floor with a 
sickening thud that could be heard all 
through the building. It was a clean 
knock-out, and it was some minutes 
after he was counted out that his sec- 
onds succeeded In restoring him to con- 
sciousness, and then he had to be car- 
ried to his corner. The scene was the 
wildest that has been witnessed at a 
ring side for many years. Bob caught 
up the American flag and waved it over 
his head like an Indian, while the crowd 
cheered and yelled like potentates. 
Fitz was declared the victor, and the 
winners wore happy smiles.

Charged with Participation in the 


Panama Frauds 


IH PASSING THE LOTTERY BOND BILL, 


Brought lo Trial for Their Crimea- 


Charles d« Lesseps and Others 


Brought from Prison to Testi- 


fy Against the Accused. 


PARIS, March 9.—The assizo court 


room and the approaches to the palais 
de justice were crowded yesterday 
morning, the occasion being tho open- 
Ing of the trial of ex-Minister and 
Deputy Autonin Prust, Deputy Dngue, 
de la Fuconnerie, Senator Boral, ex- 
Deputy Gobron and M. Blondin, on 
charges of corruption in connection 
with the Panama lottery bonds bill. 
Among tke spectators wera M. Clemen- 
ceau, M. Eugene Spuller and M. Flo- 
quet, the former president of the cham- 
ber of deputies, as well as several mem- 
bers of the committee of inquiry of the 
chamber of deputies, delegated to 
watch tho trial Sixty witnesses had 
had been summoned. Charles do Les- 
eeps, M. Marlua Fontane and M. 
Baihnr, ex-minister of public works, 
also accused of corruption, had been 
brought 
into court 
under 
guard. 


Baihut looked worn and depressed, 
and Ihe others had an air of embarrass- 
ment and distress. 


The indictment sets forth that a note 


had- been found among the papers of 
Charles de Lesseps showing that M. 
Baihut asked for one million francs for 
ntroducing the Panama bill in the 
hambers. The measure was laid on 
he table in the chamber of deputies on 
~uno 37, and on the same day Charles 
le Lesseps issued two cash vouchers 
rhe amount of which M. Fontane re- 
icived, tho following day. 


On receiving the money M. Fontane 


mmediately handed 260,000 francs to 
if. Bloudin, who took tho money to 
laihut at the senate chamber. On 
Tune Ul M. Blondin paid M. Bnihut a 
'urther sum of 125,000 francs 
M. Bai- 


nit, at first denying these facts, finally 
kdmltted them, and also admitted that 
10 had applied sums of 13,000 and 5,000 
'rancs to the purchase of Italian rentes. 


The indictment concludes by detail- 
ng the various charges against M. 
Fontane and Charles do Lesseps, who 
vere accused of bribing Baihut, and 
,lso of having Induced M Arton and 
-he late Baron Reinach to corrupt sen- 
ators and deputies. 


Baihut is accused of 
having re- 


ceived money for performing an act in 
-ho execution of his duty, regarding 
vhich he was not entitled to payment 


'. Blondin is charged with being a 


>arty to the corruption of Baihut. 
VIr. Arton, who is not under arrest, la 
nchuled in the Indictment on a charge 
of corrupting legislators and deputy 
Sans-Deroy is charged, like Baihut, 
watb having received money to influ- 
ence his action as a public official. 


The accused, with voices broken, 


stated their names and occupations, 
and listened to the reading of tho 
charges against them and gave deepat- 
;ention to testimony of the prosecu- 
tion. 


M. Des Jardins, the presiding justice, 


granted the request of M. Dane!, tho 
:ounsel for Sans-Leroy, that lie should 
lave access to a certain list extracted 
'rom 'Arton's papers, seized at 
the 


.louse of a person named Des Champs. 
The judge also granted access to the 
deposition of Des Champs, made before 
M. Franqueville, tho examining jus- 
iicc, and also granted permission that 
Des Champs should ba cited as a wit- 
ness.

The Scheme for Enlarging- the German 
Navy. 


BEEI.IN, March 0.—The committee of 


the reichstag appointed to consider tue 
government scheme for the enlargement 
of the German navy by the addition of 
a number of first-class vessels, the 
building of which would bo distributed 
through a series of years, and by the 
building of new dry docks and other 
improvements, has made a report ad- 
vising the striking out of tho votes for 
six new ships of war, and for the more 
modern arming of vessels already built, 
iad for the proposed two dry docks at 
Kiel. Admiral Hollsmann supported in 
the strongest manner the original esti- 
mates for the new vessels, which, he 
declared, were wanted to replace other 
vessels that would soon be unfit for 
service. He asserted in emphatic lan- 
guage that the refusal of money would 
be a death blow to the German navy. 


Chancellor Caprivl also earnestly sup- 


ported the scbeme, and declared that 
the existence of the empire would be 
endangered unless It were enabled to 
keep its coasts free from blockades.

THE A1ASKAN QUESTION. 


Report on the Conference Bevardlnv 


Reciprocity, Etc., Held in Washing- 


ton ill February, 1693. 


OTTAWA, Ont, March 9.—Minister of 


Finance Foster laid before the Canadian 
parliament Tuesday a copy of tho re- 
port of the committee of tho privy 
council, indorsed by Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, British ambassador at Washing- 
ton, on the conference regarding reci- 
procity and other questions held at 
Washington in February, 1893. The 
apponcices to this report show that an 
understanding was arrived at between 
the delegates from Canada and Mr. 
Elaine on the subject of the Alaska 
boundary, the adoption, of which en- 
joins regulations for the protection of 
tho fisheries; reciprocity in wrecking, 
salvage and towing in conterminus 
waters, and the marking of the bounda- 
ries in Pabsamaquaddy bay. 


The minutes of the conference of the 


Canadian delegates with Mr. Blainc 
•were presented In detail in the report 
Near tho close of the proceedings Mr. 
Foster, for Canada, pointed out the 
generous treatment accorded by Can- 
ada to the United States trade, and 
although Canada collects upon all im- 
ported goods, dutiable and free, revenue 
of 20^ per cent yet upon all goods im- 
ported from the United States the per 
centago of duty is only H}^ per cent. 
The free list given by the United States 
to Canada last year amounted to only 
$11,000,000, while Canada give the 
United States a free list of nearly $24,- 
000,000. 


Mr. Blaiue, the report says, after 


mentioning that this he supposed was 
largely duo to geographical distribu- 
tion, said he could easily understand 
why Canada was reluctant to enter 
into a treaty of unlimited reciprocity, 
but that it was clear to his mind that 
no other arrangement would suit the 
United .States and that il must be ac- 
companied by discrimination in favor 
of the United States and especially 
against Great Britain, who was their 
great competitor, and that it must 
likewise be accompanied by the adop- 
tion of a uniform tariff for tho United 
States and Canada equal to that of the 
United States. 


Effecting of the Democratic National 
Oaucus Committee on GommlttOGS. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—Tiie demo- 


cratic caucus committee on commit- 
tees met promptly at 10.30 oclock this 
morniag in Senator Hansom's commit- 
tee room. There were present Sen- 
ators Gorman, Blackburn, Ransom, 
Cockrell, Ilanis, Brice and White, of 
Louisiana. The committee entered at 
once upon the immediate work 
in 


hand, which is the assignment of ma- 
jority places upon the senate commit- 
tees. In view of the magnitude of the 
task and tho many delicate points to 
be settled in connection with the con- 
flicting claims of veteran democratic 
senators to desirable chairmanships, 
it would not be surprising if several 
days were consumed in this work. 


It is expected that a number of pres- 


idential nominations will be trans mit- 
ted to the senate when it reassembles 
to-morrow or very soon afterwards. 
These nominations u ill be referr ,d to 
the various committees for examina- 
tion and report and the democrats feel 
that it is essential that they shall bo 
passed upon by friendly committees, 
instead of being treated by the com- 
mittees as at present constituted with 
republican majorities. For this reason, 
if for no other, the caucus committed 
feels bound to hasten the progress of 
its work, for even when the list of tho 
majority membership of committees is 
completed it must bo submitted to tho 
republican el;tucus committee in order 
that the remaining places may be 
filled.

NEWS FROI HAWAII. 


Public Rejoicing at the Proapoot 


of Annexation. 


TUG PRESIDENT WARMLY COIIEHDED 


For Hia Prompl Action—Permlsilon to 


Land English Marine* Rifuied by 


the Provisional Government— 


Queen Dowager K.klolanl.

The early part 


of the present week witnessed aceneaot 
much enthusiasm- In Honolulu. The 
Stars and Stripes were probably more 
generally displayed than at any time In 
Hawaiian history. News brought by 
the steamships China and Australia, 
wliich arrived from San FrancUco on 
the 20th and sad ult. respectively, 
caused great satisfaction to the Amer- 
ican government and American resi- 
dents. 


When it became known that the Pres- 


ident and his cabinet hod settled upon 
a favorable course in regard to the dis- 
position of the islands, excited throngs 
gathered to discuss the question. The 
Americans warmly commended tho 
prompt action of the president, and 
many of the German residents and na- 
tives expressed their approval. 


When the additional intelligence was 


brought by the Australia that the mes- 
sage from President Harrison provid- 
ing for treaty and annexation of the 
islands had gone to the senate the soene 
was an intensely exciting one. The 
day was being celebrated In honor of 
Washington's birth, and decoration 
was profuse everywhere. 


With tho exception of Minister Bti'- 


vens and a few others none had ex- 
pected that such speedy action would 
be taken by tho administration, and 
Col. Sopor commanding the provisional 
government forces was applauded when 
he expressed himself In favor of a 
salute of 100 guns in honor of th» oc- 
casion providing he was given authority 
therefor. Admiral Skerrett and staff- 
were holding a rcaeptlon on board tho 
United States flag-ship Mohican, and 
hither came all prominent persons at 
Honolulu exclusive of tho more pro- 
nounced royalists. When the dispatch 
was shown Minister Stevens he de- 
clined to speak officially, but expressed 
hia Individual opinion by saying! "I 
expected there would be iom* opposi- 
tion In the house, and I am surprised 
somewhat to find by the columns of 
newspapers that ther* la about the 
same unanimity there as appear* to 
prevail in the senate. I think tb« mat- 
ter Is settled except as to details." 


Collector of Oustoms Cleghorn, father 


of Princess Ealulanl, was not surprised 
at the news from Washington. B* had 
hoped, however, to see the princess on 
the throne backed by an American pro- 
tectorate. 


At tho close of lasfe week a rumor 


was current in Honolnlu that the sjon- 
ate would not ratify the treaty of an- 
nexation, and It was wagertd that the 
queen would again got possession of the 
throne. 


Several members of the advisory 


council in discussing tho rumor said 
that if tho United States should refuse 
to take action it would drive the pro- 
visional government to again take up 
arms. It may be stated as a bit of hi*- 
tory that good authority lias it that the 
raising of the American flag or«r th« 
government building was formd upon 
Minister Stevens and President Dolt by 
the action of the British minister in 
writing a letter tho previous da^ de- 
manding the withdrawal of the Bos- 
ton's forces.

be deprived of the rights they possess 
and placed under the power of tho mis- 
sionary element. To tho natives the 
laws of Puritan New England would 
mean hardly less than slavery, and 
they regard the people inclining to 
such laws as enemies to be feared. 


A canvass of the native side of the 


question shows that no general Insur- 
rection against the authority of th» 
United States could be carried out, and 
also that annexation If it did not carry 
with it a dlsfranchiscment of natlv* 
voters for a lengthy period, would not 
prove altogether unpopular. 


Ex-Minister Cummlngs, one of th« 


organizers of the Native Sons of Ha- 
waii, believes the revolution was 
brought about by tho sugar planters. 
If annexation must come the members 
of the order favor the United State* in 
preference to any other country. 


Several squabbles between the sailors 


of the British warship Garnet and 
those from the Boston and the Mohican 
have occurred, and a number of arrests 
were made. An order prohibiting the 
men to go o&hore was issued by Captains 
VViltze and Ludlow. But it has since 
been revoked.

PERSONALITY. 


The Oromt Olxcnrlty That Sarronnd* ttm 
I4fe of the DtoooTercr. 


When we think ot tbe SmmeasniaUn 


nnnlta of the first -voyage across the 
Atlantic, we are tempted to conceiva 
he leader ol the expedition as a man 
,vho has broken free from all traditions. 
On the contrary, he was 'held last in 
he dark prison of middle age theories, 
n the fetters of a blind belief in author- 
tyi he was lost in the labyrinth of 
sophistical mysticism—lost as bnt lew 
of his contemporaries, and among them 
still fewer sailors, were lost Like Don 
Quixote, he dreamt of the revival of the 
faded chivalry; he looked lor a renewal 
of the Crusades, for the destruction of 
every enemy, of the holy faith by fire 
and sword. He believed absolutely in 
ihe fulfillment of childish prophecies 
n his own person; and declared himself 
Jie apostle of the Triune God. 


This marvelous contrast between the 


person of the discoverer and his achieve- 
ments explains the fact that the inter- 
est of hia contemporaries was so soon 
diverted from the man aud directed to 
his deeds. This, too, is the reason why 
we have so little information about the 
life 
and 
development 
of 
this 


wonderful man. A literary quarrel 
has sprung up concerning almost 
every 
important 
event 
in 
his 


life. The year ol his birth has been 
hotly disputed; nor is it yet known in 
what house he first saw the light 
These questions are important, but to 
this day wo cannot answer them with 
certainty; the materials at our com- 
mand only enable us to reckon up 
probabilities with more or loss con- 
fidence. We know nothing of his edu- 
cation, and are justifiably suspicions ol 
the statement in an old prejudiced life, 
attributed to his son, that he studied 
at Pavia. It ia not known when he 
went to Portugal, nor when he pro- 
ceeded to Spain. We do not even know 
where he first set foot in the new 
world, It is impossible to identify 
with certainty the island which he 
named San Salvador. There are strong 
reasons for supposing that the life en- 
titled Historic, which appeared in tho 
name of his sou Ferdinand, does not, 
in the form in which we havo it—the 
printed edition ol 1671—owe its origin 
to Ferdinand. It follows tliat the state- 
ments ol this book cannot be accepted 
without carelul consideration.

knowledge of the admiral's life has 
hitherto been confidently built upon

book;

away, 
and

steady. 
In 
fact, 
there 
is 
not 


a single great man whose genius has 
lelt 'its mark upon the world about 
whose personality there is so much 
doubt as is the case with Columbus. 
Let us try, with the help ol the latest 
and most trustworthy researches, to 
trace the story ol the life and develop- 
ment of tho great man ol Genoa. A 
Genoese we may certainly call him, 
though one biassed historian would 
have us believe that he was born in 
Corsica. He comes, then, from a city 
which has had a great influence on tho 
history of commerce. Wo may assert 
with absolute certainty that we owe to 
Italian seamen the first accurate knowl- 
edge of the Atlantic, the first maps o: 
the eastern parts of the ocean. The 
use ol tho compass and its adaptation 
to nautical purposes began in Italy. 
With this trustworthy guide over the 
boundless prospect the Italian seaman 
committed his ship with confidence to 
the ocean waves; and it was the prac 
tlcal Italian sailor who, with the help 
ol the magnetic needle, made those 
\vonderlul charts which

Fortunately 
a number of these documents havo beeu 
preserved in archives and libraries; anc 
though the earliest parchment of the 
kind which comes down to us bears 
the date 1311, we may infer from the 
high degree of acuracy that had even 
then been reached, that years hae 
passed since the task of making these 
surveys had commenced. There is no 
more striking evidence of the extensive 
knowledge then possessed of the west 
ern ocean than is presented by these 
remarkable relics, and it is of the great- 
est importance that we should know 
what progress had been made in the 
middle ot the fifteenth century in the 
acquisition of clear and definite knowl 
edge of the stretches of ocean in the 
neighborhood of Europe and nortl 
Africa, for it was at this time that ccr 
tain ideas were gradually taking a 
more definite slmpe, a group of ideas 
which culminated, towards tlie end o 
the century, in tho plan of a voyage 
westward across the ocean; and Cohim 
bus was the first to put the plan into 
execution.—Dr. W. Euge, in Harper's 
Magazine.

association, and said thirty (30) days' meeting 
hall he held butween the 1st day cf June and 


1st day of November, Inclusive, of each year, 


xcept during tbe year 1893, when the limit shall 
xtend to sixty days. All laws and parts of 
ws In conflict Hiih this act are hereby 
: pealed. 
Tha amendment was defeated by a 
ote of 97 to 10, and the bill was ordered 
o a third reading by almost a unanimous 
ote. 
The house refused to reconsider tha 
ote by which the bill taxing expres com- 
anies 3 per cent dh their gross receipts, 
as passed and the bill will now go to the 
enate.

papers made a big bluff, inspired no 
doubt by some romancing attorney, to 
the effect that tbe land (80 acres) dona- 
ted for a seat ot justice tor Maoon county 
would revert to the heirs of tbe donors, 


isnse it 
had 
come to pass after

years that tbe court boose

within 


the boundary of the 80 acres. The land 
donated extended from tbe north side of 
Wood street north to the alley back ot 
the poitoffice, east to the fringe of lots 
on the east Bids of Water street, and 
west to the alley between North Miin 
and North Church streets. This was 
done in 1329, and the seat ot justice was 
established by act ot tbe legislature, and 
the commissioners named were John 
Fleming, Jesse Bhoades and Boston 
Whitton. 
These commissioners were

for

of

they did it. There was a sale of lots, 
and tbe only condition made was that 
the >al* should be for cash. The court 
boose waa first located in the southeast 
corner of what is now known as Lincoln 
Square, and then it was torn down. The 
Powers room, still within the old town, 
waa leased. But now tbe court house is 
beyond the boundary, at the southeast 
comer of Wood and Water stieete. 


These facts have been looked up care- 


fully by ex-Senator Johns, by request ot 
certain parties in interest, and he finds 
that there is absolutely no grounds for 
the claims of tbe heirs of the donors of 
the 80-aore tract. There was no provi- 
sion that tbe court house should forever 
remain within the boundaries of tbe 
tract, and it was not so understood or 
stipulated at the time. The lots were 
sold for cash, with no conditions. In 
looking for record and data, Mr. Johns 
discovered that the act of tbe legislature 
in 1829, establishing the uaunty of 
Maoon, was not on the books in the 
oonnty records. He had to put np cash 
and get a copy ot the act sent him from 
Springfield. It is now ia his possession.

Judge Tipton Decides a New Point 


in Law at Blooming ton. 


Judge Tipton, of the McLean county 


circuit court, rendered a decision at 
Bloomlngton yesterday upon the hither 
to undetermined question of whether or 
not the interests of unborn "remainder- 
men" can be disposed of. Oae Bates 
died leaving a will devising a piece ol 
land to his brother, Homer 8. Bates, and 
his heirs. The widow of tbe deceased 
began partition proceedings to have her 
interest in the land set aside. It was 
decided the land could not be divided 
and the only way to give her her interest 
was to sell the land. Then arose the 
question whether the possible anborn 
heirs of Homer S. Bates could be disposed 
of, as they were not parties to the pro- 
ceedings in court. Judge Tipton decided 
that the Bale would give the purchaser 
perfect title and the unborn heirs of 
Homer S. Bates would be bound by it. 
Bat he also decided that tbe money de- 
rived from the sale of Homer S. Bates' 
interest must be preserved until it waa 
certain who all his heirs might be, Tbe 
principle of law involved in this case has 
never been decided by a supreme court 
in either this country or England, it is 
claimed. The case will be appealed to 
the supreme court in order to establish a 
precedent.
